536 Cases In Month 
Cost $15,457 Says 
Taxpayers’ Survey 


Total county, state and federal wel- 
fare expenditures of $15,457 in El Do- 
rado County supported 536 charity and 
relief cases during March, 1937, ac- 
cording to a recently completed sur- 
vey by California Taxpayers’ Associa- 
“tion. Joint state and county aid to 
‘meedy aged amounted to $7,222 for 237 
cases, to needy blind $125 for five 
cases, and $710 for 61 orphans. 

County aid of $406 was given to 49 
unemployable indigents in addition to 
aid given charity cases supported in 
institutions, the study disclosed. The 
state’s' SERA expenditures totalled $3,- 
287 for the 101 cases in the county, 
while the federal government, through 
WPA, cared for 69 unemployed, spend- 
ing $3,417. 


Total welfare expenditures in Cali- 
fornia for all types of relief reached 
$12,845,015 and assisted 329,130 indi- 
gents and unemployed, according to 
the report. Joint state and county 
aid to needy blind, aged and orphans 
totalled $2,750,958 for 100,234 cases. 
County relief to 44,962 indigents 
amounted to $1,033,864. The state 
spent $2,299,238 in SERA relief to 71,- 
243 unemployed, while federal WPA 
projects cost $6,760,955 and gave relief 
employment to 112,691 during the 
month. 

“The immensity of the problem and 
the huge burden on the public treas- 
ury become apparent when it is real- 
ized that if relief and charity expen- 
ditures continue throughout the year 
at the March, 1937, level, the annual 
expenditures would total over $154,000,- 
000,” the association declared. “This is

(Continued trum Page 1) 
to 1777 about the flag. 

The records indicated that Margaret 
Manny, seamstress:in a ship chandler’s 
firm, sewed the first flag, December 2, 
1775 for the U. 8. Navy. The banner 
had St. George’s and St. Andrew’s 
crosses blocked on a field of bars and 
was hoisted, December 3, 1775, by John 
Paul Jones aboard the Alfred, flag- 
ship of the fleet, according to the new 
evidence. 

Captain McCandless said he spent 20 
years in the research. He has a letter 


‘that designer Hopkinson sent to Con- 


gress, describing his plans for the flag 
and his designs for a seal for the Board 
of Admiralty, predecessor to the Navy 


' Department. 


Also he has the following notation 
taken from a day book of a ship of 


'Chandler’s firm as of December 2, 


1775: 

“49 yards of broad bunting; 52/2 
yards narrow bunting; to make an en- 
sign; canvas and thread” for the ship 
The job cost approximateiy 
eight pounds. 

It was on June 14, 1777, that Hop- 
kinson replaced the British crosses 
with the 13 stars, Captain McCand- 
less said, and this forerunner of the 
modern flag was first hoisted in a 
naval celebration, July 3, 1777.

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Drouth Creates 
100,000 Nomads 


Farms Deserted By 
Owners Who Seek 
Homes In West

WASHINGTON (tP)—More than 25,- 
000 deserted farm homes dotting the 
Great Plains today were reminders of 
drouth years which made nomads of 
more than 100,000 Americans.

the past year. Most of them packed 
their few personal belongings and 
headed westward. 

Three crop failures had impover- 
ished them. Lands among the most 
fertile in the world had suddenly be- 
come fbarren because of lack of water. 
Cattle died of starvation and thirst. 
Crops withered under a burning sun. 

Most of these families packed their 
household goods on trucks, old motor 
cars and a few into covered wagons. 
Few of them had more than $100 in 
cash. Many had nothing. All had 
hopes of making new homes in the 
West. 

Resettlement Administration describ- 
ed the exodus as “probably the last 
great migration of settlers to the Far 
West.” Western highways, it said, 
were “choked with cars, trucks and 
trailers carrying thousands of farm 
families with all their worldy goods.” 

The exodus began after the 1934 
drouth. Many counties lost half of 
their population. Most of those who 
moved were farm owners and tenants. 
Despite federal efforts to check the 
westward drift, Reséttlement said “the 


pene of the migration is not yet in 


sight.” 

These families, mostly too poor to 
| buy farm equipment and start anew 
in the northwestern states of Oregon 
and Washington and in California, 
have become a serious problem to re- 
lief agencies. They continue to drift, 
seeking part time work in harvest: 
fields.
